Oppel: ‘I Owe Life to Buddy’ 


COURTENAY (UPI) Lloyd Oppel snid 
Wednesday 4j^at during his five months as a 
' PoW in Indochina he spent S2 days in solitiiry 
confinement, which left hinr temporarily 
blinded and caused him to feel “1 could 
never get out of prison alive.” 

•*1 owe my life to my buddy Mattix.” the 
21-year-old missionary told the Oomox Valley 
Free Press in his first interview since he was 
released by the North Vietnamese in Hanoi a 
week ago. 

Oppel and Samuel Mattix of Centralia, 
Wash., were working in Laos with the Chris¬ 
tian Mission from Many Lands when they 
were taken last Oct. 28 by North Vietnamese 
regulars. 

Oppel said that after his capture he was 
forci^d to march barefoot for 35 days along 


the Ho Chi Minh Trail and villagers would 
turn out to beat him along the route. 

The yxing missionary made no mention of 
physical torture by^ his captors, but he said 
he was “^psychologically abused." He. said he 
was interrogated for days on end about the 
organization he worked for. 

Asked what he told his captors, Oppel 
replied. "You could tell them one of two 
things. You could keep on repeating the story 
or tell them what they want to hear.. 

"1 figured I had a moral responsibility, 
before Cod, to be honest. 

"Sometimes it would have been a lot easier 
t> have just lied (and) say they (Christian 
Mission employees) are a bunch of fascists 
or say they are a communist organization. 
But I wasn’t going to because they weren’t.” 


He said most of the interrogation was con¬ 
ducted while he was weak with malaria, 
which he said he contracted about three 
months ago. 

Oppel said that when he asked for hiedica- 
tion prior to the interrogations, he was told 
he would get it in a few days. None ever 
' came, he said. 

Oppel said that several days before his 
release in Hanoi, he was told he would be 
freed but he did not believe hi* captors 
because they had told him that many times 
before. 

Op[>el said that during his fivg months as 
a PoW he was held for ‘28 days in solitary 
confinement and another fobr day^ in a 
locked, windowless closet. He said this con¬ 


finement without light left him temporarily 
blinded. 

Oppel said Mattix, the young American 
missionary, aided him through this period by 
leading him around and forcing him to eat 
necessary food even when he had no appe¬ 
tite. 

Oppel has been confined to his bed at hia < 
home here since his return to Canada Sun¬ 
day night. 

Magnus Oppel, a 'J2-year-oId retired log¬ 
ger. said his son was "quite ill" with malaria 
and styed mostly in bed. 

T7»e elder Oppel said a community celebra¬ 
tion which had been scheduled in Lloyd’s 
honor this week has had to he postponed 
because of his son’s medical condition.

Comet Could Become Sight of the Century 


CAMBRIIXiE, Ma.ss. (UPI) — A recently 
discovered comet, possibly "one of the most 
striking astronomical sights of the century" 
could become more brilliant than any star by 
late fall, the head of the international clear¬ 
ing house for astronomical discoveries here 
said Wednesday. 

The comet Kohoutek, discovered March 7, 
"could become more hrilliaht jjpan any .star 
by late autumn and possibly Bright enough 


after Christmas to he seen by daylight," Dr. 
Brian Marsden said. 

Dr. Lubos Kohoutek of the Hamburg Obser¬ 
vatory in Bergedorf, W'est Germany, discov¬ 
ered the c >met, which apr)eared as a . very 
faint object without any discernible tail, •lovw> 
ly if^oving against the background of stars in 
the constellation Hydra. 

Marsden, basing his information on obser¬ 


vations by Kohoutek and se\'eral Smithsonian 
and Japane.se astronomers, has plotted an 
orbit that will bring the comet to its closest 
appmach to the sun on Dec. 27. He said the 
comet could have naked-eye visibility for 
.someijsix weeks before and aRer that date. 

"The ne\<ty discovered comet Kohoutek is 
following a path that will bring it close to. the 
sun in nine months and very likely turn it

The Re(i.s were closing in again on two Indochina 
fronts Wednesday. While a state of national danger 
was proclaimed in Cambodia, fighting intensified and 
moved nearer Saigon and the South Vietnam^e com¬ 
mand said 16 government troops and 23 (Jnnmunist 
soldiers were killed in one of the heaviest battles 
since the Jan. 28 ceasefire. 

Massive bombing missions were flown Wednes¬ 
day by U.S. B-,52 bombers in efforts to relieve com¬ 
munist pressure around Phnom Penh, Cambodia’s 
capital city.

NEW YORK (CP) — The 
United States-wide meat boy¬ 
cott continued to bite into jobs 
Wednesday as wholesale beef, 
pork and lamb sfiles pli m gfcri 
to about 50 per cent below 
normal. But prices renialned 
a.«i high as ever. 

In New York, one meat in¬ 
dustry spokesman estimated 
that between 2,900 and 2.500 
men were either Jaid off or . 
given early holidays because 
of the boycott. The New York 
meat industry employs about 
10,000 persons. 

The situation was similar 
throughout the U.S. as shop- 
pern showed no signs of giv¬ 
ing up the boycott. 

But while the boycott ap¬ 
pears to be a widespread suc¬ 
cess, many experts argued 
that its long-term effect may 
he to keep prices as high as 
ever. 

Said one leading wholesale 
beef packer: "Farmers are 
'withholding cattle rom the 
market, and Midwest slaught¬ 
erers are shutting down fmm 
Armarillo. Tex., to Chicago." 

He said that-before prices 
begin to fall, there will have 
to be an over-supply at the 
packing house level. The boy¬

The war continued to go 
badly for Ix)n Nol’s force.s de¬ 
spite the \J.S. bombing aid. 
Gove^Yiment soldiers retreat¬ 
ed under heavy pressure from 
Khmer Rouge insurgents and 
their North Vietnamese allies 
from the village of Samrong 
Yong, 24 miles from Phnom 
Penh. U.S. sources said a 
Berlin-type airlift of supplies 
may be needed. 

The loss of the outpost gave 
the communists effective con¬ 
trol of 55 miles of road clear 
down to the South Vietnam 
border. The encircled provin¬ 
cial capital of Takeoville. an¬ 
other ‘20 miles south, is the 
only government holdout, mil¬ 
itary sources said. 

The battle in South Vietnam 
was fought for three hours 
near Cai Lay, a market town 
in the Mekong Delta 46 mile.s 
southwest of Saigon. Cai Lay 
is on Route 4. known as the 
"rice road" to Saigon and 
should it be cut off. rice would 
heaven moVe scarce in the 
capital. 

(Communist troops shelled 
and attacked an infantry posi¬ 
tion five miles southeast of 
Cat Lay. The attack was re¬ 
pulsed. the Saigon command 
said. In addition to 16 in¬ 
fantrymen killed, 56 were 
wounded, it said.

Special te-sts are not always 
necessary.. The aj^ - old 
guides are sufficient in mast 
cases. That is. skipping one ojx 
t\\o menstrual periods is in¬ 
dication enough in women 
who are normally regular. 
After that changes in the pel¬ 
vic structures and breasts -are 
confirmation.-' 

If there is. for'one reason or 
another, urgency to make an 
earUfir determination, that 
ran be done in .several ways. 

A specific hormone, human 


gonadotropic hormone, known 
as HCG, appears in the urine 
alxHit a week after the first 
missed period if pregnancy 
exists. 

This fact can tte used in la- 
tx>rat(>ry tests. The "rabbit 
test," involving injection of 


urine that may contain this 
hormone, brings about detec¬ 
table and significant- changes. 
This test requires five ,to six 
days to complete. 

More recently an agglutina¬ 
tion test has been developed, 
a form of blood test, which 
. takes only a few minutes of 
laboratory work to give the 
answer. A similar test Ls also 
done on tlie urine. 

These various tests are 
about 98 per cent accurate. 
l)Ut it must be kept in mind 
that they will give a negative 
(false) result if done too early 
in pregnancy. After four to 
six weeks, they reach max¬ 
imum reliability.

IT IS PLANNED STRATEGY for 
^ political gain or lack of experience in gov* 
ci-ning, Premier Barrett’s way of going Is gaining 
him an '‘open mind” reputation. He doesn’t close 
I he book. He’ll take a second look. The best exam¬ 
ple is the land act and its rewriting. 

Tlvere was widespread support of the principle 
of the legislation, but its detail was so lacldng, and 
what theiT was so raggedly written, that it was 
almost as though it was intended as an invitation 
to demonstration. And then ‘‘good old Dave” did 
the right thing. He listened to the people. He n)ade 
most of the changes wanted. He showed them he 
was ready and willing to admit that the govern¬ 
ment can be wrong. 

There is no question of ‘‘blundering” in the 
NDP’s new “people” legislation — the working- 
poor (guaianteed income), and increased welfare 
payments plan announced by Rehabilitation Min¬ 
ister Norman Levi with accompanying statements 
from Premier Barrett. The immediate kudos it 
received from Liberals and Conservatives are 
echoed throughout the province with the govern¬ 
ment basking in deserved warmth. 

But from what Premier Barrett said, and 
didn’t say, there is a strong suggestion that a con¬ 
trived plan is in the works to increase the health¬ 
giving rays shining on the NDP. ^ 

Somewhat emotionally he thanked “all the 
people who have made this province wealthy 
enough to pay these decient social allowances for 


the first time in our histoi-y.” The additional 
money would come from surpluses the government 
already is certain of building up during the coming 
year. The plan would go ahead even if the federal 
government refused to contribute. 

What he did not say was that the federal gov¬ 
ernment already has In^cated willingness to work 
with the provinces on (income support programs. 
And, in fact, the first major experiment in the field 
of guaranteed income is about to be launched in 
Manitoba >vith Ottawa paying 7.5 per cent of the 
cost. A report out of Ottawa only last week said 
similar experiments might be tried in B.C. and On¬ 
tario but neither province had indicated yet 1f or 
when it would ask for assistance. 

Premier Barrett doesn’t want to share any 
credit — not yet, anyway. And when the time 
comes for Ottawa involvement he could have an¬ 
other praiseworthy move in mind to keep attention 
foc'u.ssed on his “new deal” government. 

In the sharing of the financing of the $‘J4 
million the new progi’am requires, the suggestion is 
that municipalities will be bui’dened with nearly J{?4 
million. 

Could it be that “good old Dave” has decided 
that now is the time to live up to his party’s election 
promise that only sei*viccs to property will be paid 
from taxes on property? In other words social 
alloweuices will be paid from provincial suipluses 
and the tax-weary land owner finally is to get a 
fair shake?

The Tory ‘Free-Thinkers’ 


A New Master Plan 


A COUPLE OF MASTER PLANS from the mid- 
^ 1950s for ViAoria’s legislative precinct must 
be somewhere in the files of the puWic works 
department. Little has been done about them. But 
a new broom is at work. Another master plan is 
being drawn up, eind from what has been said 
about it by Public Works Minister William Hartley, 
it could cdl for a program of such a kind as to gen¬ 
erate enthusiasm and ensure action. 

The plan, so it appears, will not concern only 
the area around the legislative buildings, but will 
also take into account such matters as transpor¬ 
tation and parking, and will call for some provin¬ 
cial government buildings eLsewhere in Victoria 
and possibly in southernmost Saanich. For this 
I’cason, Victoria city council has been closely in¬ 
volved with the government in the planning, ac¬ 
cording, to the minister, and will continue its in¬ 
volvement. This is as it should be. It is of the 
greatest importance to the city that all new gov¬ 
ernment buildings and the parking accommodation 
for them should be so located and arranged as to 
rase congestion while still keeping do\yntown Vic¬ 
toria easily accessible to the goverhment em¬ 
ployees. 

It is encouraging, too, that Mr. Hartley wants 
the provincial government’s new buildings in Vic¬ 
toria and throughout the province to be not just 
plain government buildings but “with as much open 
space as possible, with care for the esthetic values 
of the community,” and reflecting the nature of 
their use. 


The Liberal member of the legislature for 
Vancoiiver-Point Grey, Dr. Patrick McGeer, may 
have been too severe about the Provincial Museum 
complex in saying it would not win any architec¬ 
tural awards. And he may have shown a reckless 
disregard for the taxpayers in .suggesting the 
Douglas Building “monstrosity” should \ye torn 
down. 


But Di\ McGeer may also have been right in 
commenting that there had been “nothing but 
regression since the days of Rattenbury” in the 
design of B.C. government buildings, F. M. Ratten¬ 
bury having been the architect of the main legisla¬ 
tive buildings. However, the .same holds true in 
many other jurisdictions. 

It has been written of U.S. federal design stan- 
dai’ds, for instance, by -Bill N. Lacy in Art in 
America magazine: 

“Ideally .... buildings should reflect the 
highest standards toward which the government 
aspires. In practice, however, these ideas are 
usually shelved in favor of uncontroversial and in¬ 
different results. In each of the federal agencies 
responsible for building, there are layers of selec¬ 
tion panels for architects and advisory boards on 
design W’hich tend to filter out excellence in favor 
of unanimity.” 

Mr. Hartley seems to have the right ideals. 
Perhaps the Barrett government is innovative 
enough to devise the machinery to filter out the or¬ 
dinary in favor of fine architecture. 


There Is a new style of MP 
that could be causing the Con¬ 
servatives concern.

Douglas Alkenbrack, the 
Conservative MP with Millha¬ 
ven in his riding next door to 
Miss MacDonald’s Kingston, 
blames the Parole Board and 
the Penitentiaries Branch 
“reform” program. 


The housewives of Kingston, 
as badly frightened as the 
people bving around Millha¬ 
ven, have called on Solicitor 
General AUmand for action. 


He has re^nded by em¬ 
phasizing the one section in a 
sficcial investigative report on 
the Kingston-Millhavcn riots 
placing some of the blame on 
the prison staffs. 


And along comes Miss Mac¬ 
Donald to echo him, blaming 
the riots, escapes and uncon- 
trolled crime terrorijnng 
Kingston and Millhaven dis¬ 
tricts on tlie “frustrations of 
prisoners seeking better con¬ 
ditions.” 

The community — her con¬ 
stituency — must realize this, 
she insists. 


The community realize.^ 
many things. Among them the 
fact that these same prisbnera 
on successive “hunger 
strikes” refuse their steaks, 
chops and roasts with all the 
table de hote trimmings — 
meals that many a lonely old 
age pensioner, subsisting on 
little better than dog food, 
may only dream about. 

Now the prison staffs — a 
big voting bloc — are fighting 
hack, charging that prison re¬ 
formers, including soft-headed 
politicians, are largely re¬ 
sponsible. 

Paul (iascon. spokesman 
for the prison staff, says the 
reform progiam is “a monu- 
, mental multi-million dollar 
farce.” 

The reformers forget, he 
says, “about the violence and 
brutality of some of the con¬ 
victs who are closer to being 
animals than human beings.” 


They even boast of it, 
flaunting their vaunted “in¬ 
dependence” in the face of 
their constituencies, apparent¬ 
ly forgetting that they have 
not been elected for life.

The recently conceived no¬ 
tion of a consumer boycott on 
meat is a poor one. First, one 
must ask why prices arc .so 
high. One commonly held idea 
is that there is a conspiracy 
between producera and re¬ 
tailers to “rip off” the public. 
There is little evidence to sup¬ 
port Uiis wildly conceived na 
tion. Ih fact, tlie meat in-^ 
dustry is one of the most com¬ 
petitive in North America. 
No, the price of meat is high 
because the demand is high 
and rising. 

Given tlial, a consumer boy¬ 
cott can be no niorc tlian a 
symbolic protest again.st a 
natural phenomenon that pifr- 
diicers have little contiol 
over. It is true that in so far 
as there is a reduction in de¬ 
mand. there will be an easing 
off of the price. However, the 
irony is that this will last only 
so long as consumers boycott 
and that those who do not par- 
tiMpate in the boycott will be 
the benefactors. So, if con¬ 
sumers feel a strong desire to 
help those unwilling to join 
them in thi.s entei'r)rise, the 
boycott Is an excellent idea. 
A.s, soon as the boycott ha.s 
ended, the demand will rise 
back to its original level or 
higher and prices will go up 
again;' 

One hopeful sign i.s that the 
prices of meat and related 
products seem about ready to 
fall as wholesale prices have 
been dropping. However, it 
would he wrong to assume 
tliat boycotts Imve made any 
causal difference in that price 
drop. Th^eforc the boycott 
would be a good idea for hou¬ 
sewives Avho like causes; but 
don’t c.vpcct it to make any 
real difference.

Have we become so insensi¬ 
tive, so helple?®; that we ac¬ 
cept this wanton spoliation as 
a necessary part of daily life?

.Mayor Peter Pollen said re¬ 
cently “Saanich is several 
light years ahead of Victoria 
with'its sign bylaw.” I submit 
thcie are cities in California 
which are several light years 
ahead of Saanich — Palm 
Springs, La Jolla, Carmel and 
Santa Barbara, to name a 
few. 

Sign bylaw.s exist, but they 
are almost impossible to read 
and understand. I am now 
convinced they are frequently 
flagrantly broken. If this i.s 
not true then local councils 
are derelict for allowing sign 
manufacturers to turn the city 
and country into a vulgar, di.s- 
colored sea of commer¬ 
cialism. 

No city can claim any right 
to be called cultured and civi¬ 
lized unless its sign bylaws 
reflect culture and civiliza¬ 
tion, Since most citizens can¬ 
not understand the esoteric 
wording of our sign bylaw, 
here is a simple list that 
should be contained in all 
such bylaws. Their absence 
certainly would explain our 
rapidly deteriorating condi¬ 
tion.

-lourism w .so timewoi^n and 
antiquated that it has now be¬ 
come a nauseating stuck 
record. The fact is that 
Greater Victoria as a whole 
benefits no more from 
tourism in the long haul than 
it doe.5 from any other busi¬ 
ness, but other businesses or 
their organizations are not 
subsidized from public funds. 

The true facts are that a big 
iwrtion of tlie local tourist in¬ 
dustry is owned by foreigners 
anyway, and the profits there¬ 
fore not only go out of th^ 
area, but out of the country 
also. Then anotlier hirge seg¬ 
ment is owned by intcresLs 
that are Canadian, but located 
outside the Victoria area, and 
tliose profits therefore leave 
the area also. The section of 
the tourist industry that w lo¬ 
cally owmed, is quite small, 
and even those owners . In 
most dikes spend the winter 
outside of Greater Victoria, 
and therefore spend a lot of 
their profits benefitting other 
parts of Canada, or other 
countries. 

Certainly wages are paid by 
the local tourist indus^, but 
they pay only the minimum 
Wages, and reap the greatest 
of profits. Most of the wage 
earners are part-time help, 
usually students doing sum¬ 
mer work, many of whom 
come here just to work and do 
not live here, and here again 
much of their earnings go 
outside of the immediate 
area. 

I do not wish to create the 
impression that I deny tlie 
tourist industry its profits, nor 
the wage earners their wages, 
because I do not, but let us 
have no more of this crying 
that they cannot afford to fi¬ 
nance their own promotional 
facilities, under the guise 
that it benefits the 
area. In no way does the 
whole area benefit more than 
a mere smidgen, from the 
tpurist industry, and in no 
way should the taxpayer have 
to finance this or arjy other 
type df business. The law of* 
the business jungle is “suc¬ 
ceed or get out,” and this 
applies ^qally to toifHsm at 
lo anything else.

At a conference in Nassau 
with U.S. and British officials 
this spring, Prime Minister 
Lyndcn O. Pindling and his 
foreign secretary, Paul Ad- 
derley, will seek preliminary

agreement on a ;iiew treaty 
for ^existing U.S. defence in¬ 
stallations on the islands. 

*'We don't \isualizc any 
problems on the resolution of 
these matters," says Ad- 
derley. 

Pindling and Adderley also 
expect to meet Fidfl Castro of 
Cuba “in the near future" to 
talk about sea boundaries fnd 
fishing rights. Pindling calls 
the establishment of territori¬ 
al limits one of the most im¬ 


portant items of business for 
his government. 

The Bahamas Iras had Inter¬ 
nal self-government since 
19 6 4. Full independence 
means it will Assume control 
of its defence and foreign af¬ 
fairs, However, the Bahamas 
will remain a member of the 
British Commonwealth.

The country’s leaders are 
banking heavily on its becom¬ 
ing a major terminal point for 
oil from Africa, the Middle 
East and Venezuela.

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Following Precept of Peter the Great 

Soviets Woo Scandinavians

With Alexei Kosygin, the Soviet prime minister, currently 
visiting Sweden for five days, and Nikolai Podgorny, pre.s- 
Idcnt of the U.S.S.R., now in Finland, what burning attrac¬ 
tion, it may he asked, do the Nordic countries hold for the 
Kremlin? 

The answer is given in the political testament of Peter 
the Great, the tsar who founded modern Russia. “Russia", he 
wrote at the beginning of the 18th century, “must continue to 
extend her pow-er in the Baltic.” That goal has remained a 
primary concern of Russian foreign policy from that day to 
this. And as it happens, this is a particularly opjwrtune 
moment for the present Soviet rulers to pursue that particu¬ 
lar end. 

For the Nordic countries are in a certain degree of confu¬ 
sion at the moment. To begin with, the accession of Denmark 
to the Common Market at the beginning of the year, leaving 
Norway, Sweden and Finland outside, has produced a split in 
the traditional Nordic unity. It is frequently being suggested 
n^w — not least among the Danes themselves — that an 
almost certain result of Denmark’s entry into Europe will be 
her withdrawal from Scandinavia. Already it is noticeable 
that Danes are showing more interest in Brussells than in 
Stockholm. Oslo or Helsinki. 

★ ★ ★ 

Tlien, Norway is in a particularly unhappy state. The 
rejection of EEC membership by popular referendum last 
.’September has left the country unhappy, divided and uncer¬ 
tain of its future. 

With the consequent weakening of Scandinavia’s Western 
tics, this leaves Sweden and P'inland correspondingly more 
exposed to Eastern influence, and it is this situation that the 
Soviet Union presumably would like to exploit. 

Podgomy’s IJaltic excursion is little more than a formal¬ 
ity. His purix)se was to grace the silver jubilee in Helsinki of, 
the 1948 Finno-Soviet Pact of Friendship and Mutual Assis¬ 
tance, the document that has neutralized Finland. Kosygin’s 
Is the more interesting foray. 

To gauge his intentions, it is useful to consider the atti¬ 
tude of Novosti, the Soviet news agency. Within its limits, 
this is usually a reliable guide to Kremlin thinking. Novosti's 
Swedish service adopted two lines in preparation for Kosy¬ 
gin’s visit. 

★ ★ ★ 

. The first was adopted to praise the neutral Swedes for 
their hostility to America over the Vietnam war. The other 
was a rather sensational interpretation of Denmark’s present 
economic difficulties as uniquely due to Danish entry into the 
Common Market. 

The implications are fairly obvious. The, Swedes may 
have opposed the United States in Southeast Asia but closer 


to their borders, at the preparatory talks for a European se¬ 
curity conference in Helsinki, they have been taking a dis¬ 
tinctly more pro-American line. The Soviet leaders, it is as- 
.sumed, would like the Swedes to transfer their Asian stance 
to Europe. Whetlier Kosygin will succeed in this, however, is 
very much open to question. The Swedes are nervously aware 
of Russian power in the Baltic. 

★ ★ ★ 

K-)sygin might, on the other ha^. very well succeed 
where the EEC is concerned. The Swedes are knenvn to be 
very sensitive to Soviet views on their relations with Europe. 
.Sweden has a free trade agreement with the Common Market 
which contains a so-called “development clause." This means 
that without negotiating another agreement. .Sweden could 
e.xtend its Cdlfnmon Market ties, so that quasi-membership 
could eventually be attained,^ 

The Swedes have been extremely cautious in this field, 
and there is reason to suppose that one result of Kosygin’s 
visit might be even more caution in future. Although the 
Kremlin has now formally accepted the existence of the Com¬ 
mon Market, it by no means relishes any extension of Com¬ 
mon Market influence. . 

Perhaps surprisngly, the Western powers appear not to 
be worrying overmuch about the Kosygin visit. Doubtless this 
derives from a feeling that the borders, as far as they arc 
concerned, have long been established in the North. Norway 
and Denmark are in N.\TO. and therefore firmly committed 
to the West..Sweden and Finland are neutral, and any Soviet 
room for manoeuvre must, under present conditions, neces- 
.sarily be limited. Given the present state of European de¬ 
tente, dramatic changes arc unlikely. And Kosygin's visit 
mast consequently be of marginal import. 

★ ★ ★ 

That at least seems to be the prevalent Western view. 11 
i.s the Chinese who seem most concerned. Chinese diplomats 
in Stockholm have been extremely active trying to elicit Sovi¬ 
et motives. They have also been warning all who care to lis¬ 
ten of the nefarious intentions of the Russians. 

As far as the Chinese are concerned, the Baltic is the 
northern flank of a very extended Soviet frontier. Afiy weak¬ 
ening or strengthening of Soviet influence there, in their 
view, has a very pertinent bearing on the general politico 
military strategic situation. 

It goes without saying that the Chinese would prefer to 
see the Soviet Union weakened. For that reason, they ad¬ 
vocate the greatest possible expansion of the EEC, and have 
been heard .to say with greater frequency here that Sweden 
ought to join. 

Undoubtedly Kosygin has had all this in mind when plan¬ 
ning his visit to Stockholm. As far as he is concerned Peter 
the. Great’s dictum about Russian ixwver in the Baltic re¬ 
mains a living issue.-

But he believes his govern¬ 
ment is -in the process of re¬ 
solving the problem. 

Critics say many problems 
with foreign investors were 
brought on by the immigra¬ 
tion policies of Arthur D.

Twins Aim To Peek 
At Saturn, by Jove 

By MARVIN .MILES, from Ixm Angplea 

With Pioneer 10 past the one-year mark on a 21-month 
voyage to Jupiter, a twin U.S. spacecraft is set for launch 
this month to fly by the giant fJlanet in 1975 and follow up 
w'ith a look at Saturn. 

Like its sister probe, Pioneer 11 will carry a plaque 
etched with the nude figures of a man and a woman, plus 
. diagrams and symbols to depict the .type of creature that 
produced the spacecraft and identify Earth as its point of ori¬ 
gin. The me.ssage is intended to enlighten any distant in¬ 
telligence that may, millions of years hence, examine the 
spacecraft that will be the first man-made objects to escape 
the solar system and fly into infinity. 

The second probe’s mission will depend on Pioneer lO’s 
encounter Dec. 3 with the huge, star-like planet that is 1,000 
times larger than Earth. 

Man’s first attempt to probe the outer planets already , 
has shown that the asteroid belt between Mars and Jupiter 
apparently is not the lethal debris barrier mdst scientists ex¬ 
pected. Pioneer 10 cruised for seven months within the 175 
mlllion-mileywidc belt without harm, but it still affust survive 
the Jovian radiation belts believed to be perhaps a million 
times more intense than those of Earth. Too much radiation 
exposure could, destroy sensitive electronic equipment and 
ruin sclehUfic instruments aboard the spacecraft. 

> Pioneer lO’s performance in flying by Jupiter at a dis¬ 
tance of about 87,000 miles thus will determine the object ivy 
for Pioneer ll.’s encounter with the seething, multicolorift^ 
planet early in 1975.

he said. 

The construction labor-rela¬ 
tions , chief was addressing 
about 75 membeini of the 
Greater Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce at a noon luncheon 
at the Empress Hotel. 

Conna^ian said he had met 
with the government just 
prior to the luncheon to offer 
some amendments to bill 153 
which calls for among other 
things, that in future just 
companies with union em¬ 
ployees may bid for govern¬ 
ment contracts.

Connaghan added that rc- 
sfxinsible union people recog¬ 
nize this, but the government 
is facing increased pressure 
from certain other elements 
in the labor movement. 

"In any orderly society, 
tliere has to be some limit on 
the activities of any group, 
whether they be management 
or trade union. Ev^rydne is 
entitled to some degree of 
protection against the damage 
that can be inflicted by people 
whose motivation is purely 
self-interest," he said. 

He urged that care be taken 
to protect the rights of indi¬ 
viduals, whether they be indi¬ 
vidual workers or individual 
employers. 

"We must think positively; 
we must not lose by default,” 
Ckinnaghan concluded.

The U.S. Senate voted 68 to 23 
Wednesday to i)ermit Ameri¬ 
cans to buy, sell or own gold 
for the first time since 1934 
when Congress banned its 
private ix)Ssession at the re¬ 
quest of President Frahklin 
Roosevelt. 

The administration opposed 
the proposal. Sen. Jqhn 
Tower, (R—Tex.) on behalf of 
tlic treasury, said such an ac¬ 
tion at this time would have a 
destabilizing effect on the in¬ 
ternational monetary scene. 

It was offered by freshman 
Sen. James McClure (D— 
Idaho) as an amendment to a 
bill to formally ratify Pres¬ 
ident Nixon’s 100 per cent de¬ 


valuation of the dollar. The 
bill is expected to be sent to 
the House later this week. 

McClure argued that inter¬ 
national financial experts de¬ 
clare money has been "de- 
monitized" — no longer linked 
to gold — so the only reason 
for prohibiting its private 
possession no longer exists._

Architect's Proposals 


Relax and Enjoy 
Aim for Harbor

Waterfront promenade, an 
*pen-air theatre, a two-deck 
jarking garage with a paiic 
in top and some low-density 
residential-commercial devel- 
■vpment are the ma jor recom¬ 
mendations ccmtained in a 
preliminary study of Vic¬ 
toria’s Inner Harbor. 

The study, prepared by 
Vancouver architect Arthur 
Erickson at a cost of $35,000, 
has been veiled in complete 
secrecy, like most studies and 
reports. 

Mayor Peter Pollen said 
Wednesday that Erickson 
doesn’t want any controversy. 
For that reason rejKirters 
weren’t allowed to attend a 
meeting Tuesday at which al¬ 
dermen, members Of Victoria 
Advisory Planning Commis¬ 
sion, city hall staff and about 
15 provincial government rep¬ 
resentatives viewed Erick¬ 
son ’ s preliminary plans, 
sketches and models. 

These are the major propos¬ 
als Erickson makes in the 
di'aft plan: 

• A two-deck parking 
garage west of the Wax Muse¬ 
um below BellevMle. The roof 
of the structure would be at 
street level and turned into a 
park. 

• A causeway for pedes¬ 
trians running in a straight 
line from the Ocean Cement 
silc across the Inner Harbor 
to the- Wax Museum. The

causeway would be kiterinipt- 
ed in the middle of the Inner 
Harbor by a small bridge 
whicn could be raised to 
admit small pleasure craft 
only. The idea is to create a 
quiet and tranquil place near 
the shore. 

• A fountain in the centre 
of the t>art that would be cut 
off from the outer area (rf the 
Inner Harbor by the Cause¬ 
way. 

• An amphitheatre with a 
small stage and benches con¬ 
structed in a semi-circular 


fashion where the Blackball 
ferry is located. structure 
^would be relatively small'but 
openrair concerts could be 
held there. 

• Removal of the Black¬ 
ball Ferry terminal to a site 
w'est of the existing CP 
Steamship facilities on Belle¬ 
ville. 

• Some form of low-den¬ 
sity development on the 
Ocean Cement site, perhaps 
residential-commercial in na¬ 
ture, coupled with marina fa¬ 
cilities. 

• Turning Government 
and Wharf into a pair of one¬ 
way streets. Both streets 
w?ould become narrower, the 
'Sidewalks wider and row's of 
trees would be planted along 
both sides of the two streets. 

The^ emphasis of the study 
is on 'i^easant atmosphere. It 
views being at the Inner Har¬ 
bor as a privilege and gbing 
there as something to look 
forward to. 

The study is far from being 
completed. Tuesday’s display 
was only a preliminary phase. 
Everything shown represent¬ 
ed Erickson’s views and 
suggestions only.

The man was offering magazines for sale for 
$7 cash and $8 to be sent to a Kamloops address, 
but those who have signed up are having their 
Kamloops lettei’s returned marked “address not 
known,” said Tindall.

The man apparently took a genuine Maclean- 
Hunter contract to a printer in Kamloops, Jhad a 
large number of copies printed, and was signing up 
subscriptions on these faked contract forms. 

Tindall said the printer has requested payment 
from Maclean-Hunter, but, since the man did not 
ropi-esent that firm, he will not receive payment 
nor will subscribers receive magazines. 

The problem came to light this week as some 
people complained to the bureau when they had 
their subscriptions returned from the Home Town 
Reader Service in Kamloops, and at the same time 
a genuine magazine salesman tried to sell maga¬ 
zines to some of the con man’s customers.

Harv HaaJeonson feels that 
maybe it’s time doctors be¬ 
came a little more preoc¬ 
cupied with sex. 

Your average family doctor 
is well versed in the anatomy 
and physiology of human re¬ 
production, but. he i|^ lacking 
when it comes, to things like 
the psycho-social aspects of 
family planning, contracep¬ 
tion and sexual problems. 

Dr. Haakonson, a 32-year- 
old intern at Royal Jubilee 
Hospital, feels the problem 
may lie in the doctors’ educa¬ 
tion in medical school. He is 
hoping to breathe a little 
fresh air into the curricula. 

“Most schools give some di¬ 
dactic lecturing, and will 


usually talk about how to deal 
with unmarried pregnant fe¬ 
males. And we learn the me¬ 
chanics and methods of con¬ 
traception but little, if any- 
tliing, of a practical nature” 

This, to him, is not enough 
in a world of population prob¬ 
lems, bfoken homes, Masters 
and Johnson sex clinics, 
Foruhi magazine. debates 
over sex education in schools 
and general sexual hangups. 

So beginning May 31, Haa¬ 
konson is organizing a four- 
day conference on family 
planning in the medical school 
curriculum at the Eric Martin 
Institute. One student from 
each of Canada’s 16 medical 
schools will be attending. 

Hopefully, the message of 
the conference will trickle 
back to die individual schools. 


‘Preventive Medicine’ 


In a recent interview, Haa- 
; konson, an articulate dc-ctor 
i who looks younger than his 32 
: years, spoke on a wide 
number topics ranging 
: from sex education to abor- 
i tion. 

I "The kind of stuff I'm talk- 
i •'ing about is preventive medi- 
* cine,” he said. "The trouble 
[ with it, why it’s not getting 
I much support, is that doctor s 
t can’t actually see patients 
I getting better before their 
eyes. 

' The practitioner should be 
able to ^ive sexual advice not 
with the intention of healing, 
but to provide the best life 
ixjssible. As a matter of fact, 
they are already doing some 
of this—inoculations, vaccina¬ 
tions, hedrl pills, etc." 

He agreed that doctors are 
very busy. But both they and 
the patients are at fault: the 
doctors, because they allow 
the patients to keep them 
busy with minor problems, 
and the patients "because 


they expect trim to care for 
Uioir every whim and wish.” 

Haakonson said abortion is 
a necessary thing. 

"But I don’t like to refer to 
it as a part of family plan¬ 
ning. This turns an ‘ ill worm 
in me. I call it failed family 
planning. ■’ 

Quizzed about wide-ppen al¬ 
titudes tow'ard sex, he indicat¬ 
ed that they are an accept- 
able par t of changing times. 

“Even in doctors’ maga¬ 
zines we see advertisements 
for skin creams using nude 
models . . . 

“Each individual has a de¬ 
sire for a certain amount of 
knowledge. And each individ¬ 
ual has the right to know to 
the limits he wants to.” « 

Haakonson said this inquisi¬ 
tiveness reaches down as far 
as the six-year-old child, and 
even the child’s desire for 
knowledge should be .satisfied 
according to how much lie can 
understand.

Haakonson makes it clear 
that he isn’t out to antagonize 
anyone, especially the deans 
of Canadian medical schools 
w'ho gave a lukewarm re¬ 
sponse to a recent letter he 
sent asking for their views. 

"I could use (^erican eco¬ 
logist) Paul EhTO!h’s tactics 
and get everybody in the 
country mad at me to gener¬ 
ate public debate. But that's 
not what I’m after.” 

Instead he prefers to wait 
and see if the results of his 
conference will sink in. 
"Ome and see me in two 
years, and maybe I’ll have 
something controversial to 
say,” he grins.

B^eball u; geared to a by¬ 
gone era. The game was de¬ 
signed for a backdrop of fo?c- 
trots, horseless carriages and 
nickel cigars. Ideally, one 
sliould watch it under an af- 
.Id-noon sun. beer in hand, 
chatti?11^ with fellow specta¬ 
tors. Baseball can be more a 
setting than an involvement, 
the excuse to get away 
almost like fishing. 

Football, basketball and 
hockey, of course,, are geared 
to inciting the flow of adrena¬ 
lin. Professional basketball 
requires players to shoot with¬ 
in 24 seconds in the National 
Basketball Association and .10 
in the American. Football pe¬ 
nalizes a team for delay of 
the game — and hockey is 
nothing if not speedy. 

All this is not to suggest 
that baseball as we know it 
larks tension. Nothing is more 
nerve-wracking than a tie 


game in the bottom of tlie 
ninth with two out, the win¬ 
ning run on base and a 1-2 
count on the batter. But such 
suspense is of a different ori 
der than the kind in more 
hectic spirts, rather like a 
vintage Alfred Hitchcock thril¬ 
ler compared with the latest 
Sam Peckinpah shoot-em-up. 

The; legendary Satchel 
Paige, (me of baseball’s most 
e.xciting performers, always 
refused to hustle to the pitch¬ 
er’s mound. “Now I don’t gen¬ 
erally run at all,’’ he ex- 
Ijlained, “except for the show¬ 
ers, because of the harmful 
effects. I believe in training 
by rising gently up and down 
from the bench. But old 
Mahjong — St. Louis Browns' 
manager Rogers “Rajah” 
Hornsby - “had me flyin’ 
around, shakin’ my legs and 
carryin' on until I very near 
passed out. Now, what did all 
tliat do for my arm?'* 

Most proposals to “update” 
baseball by mandating more 
frantic activity just aren’t 


consistent with the game it- < 
self. (Prior to this season’s 
*rule revision, the msot signifi¬ 
cant change .came in 1303 
and actually slowed the action 
by' allowing unlimited fouls 
alter a batter had two strikes 
on him.) Baseball wasn't 
meant to be frenzied — it was 
designed to be soothing. 'Fhe 
. game, is a waltz, not rock ’^rT^ 
roll. 

The riiffiruliy doe.sn’t lie so 
much with baseball as with a 
society which has speeded uf> 
around it. Older fans are 
dying off, and the new gener¬ 
ation demands faster S{)orts. 
Just as it prefers faster danc¬ 
ing and faster cars. 

Not coincidentally, perhaps, 
the public health service re¬ 
cently reported, in.p study of 
psychological distress, that 
complaints of nervousness and 
tension were especially rife 
before middle age. Within a 
cross-section of the popula¬ 
tion, such symptoms rose 
steadily for both men and 
women until around the age

of 40. then steadily decreased 
with advan 4 :ing years. 

Nevertheless* according to 
Dr. Lawrence Kolb, director 
of the New York State Psychi¬ 
atric Institute and Hospital, 
symptoms of anxiety increas-- 
inglyr affect us all a fact, 
which he attributes to the 
speedup ' In communication 
and transportation. 

To tilts might be added 
these t^her anxiety-inducers: 
the. preference for sho*.\ers 
over baths, traffic jams, too 
much coffee, the scrMtii of 
jet planes overhead - and 
speed-readtng. 

One doctor in San Francis¬ 
co. who specializes in treating 
hypertense executives, recom¬ 
mends a systematic reading 
of Marcel Proust, since there 
IS no way his books can be 
rushed through. 

These games have acceler¬ 
ated in popularity along with 
the rise in our national pulse 
rate. When we’re feeling tense 
and jumpy and our adrenalin 
is racing, we find temporary 
relief in watching at Ifeast 120 
shots in a basketball game, in 
hearing the repeated thud of 


clashing shoulder pads or in 
watching a good bloody brawl 
on the ice. 

The only trouble fs ' that 
we re apt to leave such events 
even more wound up than 
when we went in. Not so with 
baseball — at least up to now-. 

What this country needs Is 
to be calmed down, not jazzed 
up even further. Just as we 
might all benefit from reading 
Proust, so we might all find 
solace in watching a graceful 
and methodical game pf base¬ 
ball. 

If nothing else, the very de¬ 
liberateness of baseball has 
the power to compose. Anyone 
who sits for two or three 
hours seeing pitchers tug at 
their uniforms and batters 
rapping out fouls may feel a 
certain frustration, but the ex¬ 
perience is ultimately restful 
in its own way, rather like sit¬ 
ting in church. 

So let’s leave the national 
pastime the way it is. Instead 
of hyping up baseball, we 
would be well advised to fol¬ 
low Satchel Paige’s rules on 
“how to stay young’’: 


“1. Avoid frie.d meats, 
which imgry^p the blood. 

“2. If your stomach dis- 
putes you, lie down and pacify 
it with cool thoughts. 

“3. Jveeb the juices flow’ing 


by jangling around "gently as 
you move. ’ 

■”4. Go .very-lightly,.on th*.. 
vices, such as carrying on in 
society. The serial ramble 
ain't restful. 


“5. Avoid runnmg at all 
times. 

“6. E)on’t look back. Some¬ 
thing might be gaining on 
you.”

But such ' 
suspense is of a different or¬ 
der than the kind In more 
hectic sports, rather like a 
vinta^ Alfoad Hitchcock thril¬ 
ler compared with the latest 
Sam Peckinpat' sho ot -en^up.

Paige, one of baseball'.s most* 
exciting . perforrpers, always 
refused to hustle to the pitch¬ 
er’s mound. “Now I don’t gen¬ 
erally run at all,’’ he ex¬ 
plained, "except for the show¬ 
ers, because of the harmful 
effects. I believe in training 
by rising gently up and down 
from the bench. But old

around, shakin* my legs and 
carryin’ on until I very near 
passed out. Now, what did all 
tliat do for my arm?’*

self. (Prior to this season’s 
rule revision, the m$pt signifi¬ 
cant change came In 1303 
and actually ^slowed the action 
by allowing . unlimited fouls 
after, a batter had two strikes 
on him.)

Older fans are 
dying off, and the new gener¬ 
ation demands faster sports, 
just as it prefers faster danc¬ 
ing and faster cars. 

Not coincidentally, perhaps, 
the public health service re¬ 
cently reported, in a study of 
psychological distress, that 
complaints of nervousness and 
tension were especially rife 
before middle age. Within a 
cross-section of the popula¬

Neverthelesa,^ according to 
Dr. Lawrence Kolb, director 
of the New Yorl^ State- Psychi¬ 
atric Institute and Hospital, 
symptoms, of anxiety increa.x- 
ingly affect us ^ ~ a ♦feet 
which he attributes, to th?* 
speedup in communication 
and transportation.

clashing shoulder pads • or-.in 
watching a good bloody brawl 
on the ice. 

The only trouble is that 
we re apt to leave such events 
even, more, wound up .than 
when we went in. Not so with 
baseball -7- at least up to now. 

What this Gountry needs is 
to be calmed down, not jazzed 
up even further. Just as we 
might all benefit from reading 
Pioust, so we might all find 
solace In watching a graceful 
and methodical game of base¬ 
ball. 

If nothing else, the very de¬ 
liberateness of baseball has 
thd power to compose. Anyone 
who sits for two or three 
hours .seeing pitchers tug at 
their uniforms and ^tters 
rapping out fouls may feel a 
certain frustration, but the ex¬ 
perience is ultimately restful 
in its own way, rather like sit¬ 
ting in church. 

So let’s leave the national 
pastime the way it is. Instead 
of hyping up. baseball, we 
would be well advised to fol¬ 
low Satchel Paige’s rules on 
"how to stay young”':

Tlie Quebecers and some 
English-speaking liberal can¬ 
didates who were defeated in 
the October election — have 
blamed this supposed back¬ 
lash for the government’s 
near-defeat. 

In the caucus, some of the 
English MPs are warning that 
If the guidelines are watered 
down, the beating the Liberals 
took outside Quebec will be 
even worse in the coming 
election. 

In the Cbnnnons Wednesday. 
Prime Minister Trudeau was 
reminded that two weeks ago 
he had promised to bring in 
the resolution he pledged In 
the throne Speech, re-affirm¬ 
ing the government’s commit¬ 
ment to bilingualism. 

This resolution is directly 
linked to the controversial 
guidelines. 

The f*rime Minister conced¬ 
ed he had expected to have 
brought in the resolution be¬ 
fore now, but confessed he 
had been “too optimistic.”

“soon” but he added that it 
wouldn’t be within the net 
few days. 

'This was open confirma¬ 
tion that the Liberal caucus is 
still split and fighting out the 
issue. 

There was further confir¬ 
mation in a scene in the Lib¬ 
eral lobby, just after the daily 
question period. 

One of the FYench-speaking 
Liberal MPs who has been in¬ 
sistent that the guidelines be 
diluted and the bilingual reso¬ 
lution be hard-nosed, was ar¬ 
guing heatedly wnth Drury. 

“That’s a lot of technical 
horsefeathers!” Drury roard 
at him, except that he didn't 
I say horsefeathers. 

The prime minister has 
' blamed some so-far-unnamed 
Conservatives for pretending 
to oppose only the govern¬ 
ment’s handling of the bilin- 
' gual problem when, in fact, 
j they were opposed to the prin- 
I ciplc of bilingualism itself. 

His resolution — if he can 
[ get it, along with guidelines, 
i safely out of caucus in one 
I piece will compel all MPs 
to stand up and be counted for 
or against the government’s 
■ language policy, with no Ifs or 
buts. 

It will be-tough for tliem, he 
j predicated, but they will have 
! to take a clear unequivocal 
; stand. Additionally, the prime 
minister had said that bilin¬ 
gualism, as far as he is con¬ 
cerned, will be the biggest 
single issue in the next elec¬ 
tion.

Dali and Cooper held a 
news ronference Tuesday at 
KnoeWlerTlallery to introdure 
the holograph, priced at 
57.5,000 and already reserved 
by a private collector who 
plans to buy it for a museum, 
said a spokesman for Dali.

government because they still 
couldn’t have a total income 
of more than 5200 a month 
and receive government help.

Frank Calder received a 
vote of confidence Wednesday 
from the Legislature for his 
handling of duties as minister 
without i)ortfolio in charge of 
bringing provincial services 
to native Indians living on re¬ 
serves. 

During the brief debate on 
his salary estimates, Calder 
received no criticism and was 
praised for what he had done 
over the past six nronths. 

Calder said he regarded his 
'job as “an exciting assign¬ 
ment’’ and added — in refer¬ 
ence to one opposition sugges¬ 
tion that he shoOld have been 
made a full cabinet minister 
— tliat he wouldn’t want to 
head a provincial Indian af¬ 
fairs department. 

“That would come over my 
dead body,” he said. "We al¬ 
ready have one bureaucracy 
at the federal level which has 
been a failure all these years. 
And I refuse to be part of 
another in the provincial ju¬ 
risdiction." 

Calder said he regards as 
his main task convincing In¬ 
dian leaders that their reserv¬ 
es should be turned into 
aiRonomous municipalities so 
tl^ the native people’s can 
receive legitimate returns 
from their tax dollars. 

"In that way Indian people 
can use their own money and 
initiative to achieve self-de¬ 
termination," he said.

The United States plans to 
send its Skylab space re¬ 
search station into Earth orbit 
May 14 and put three men 
aboard it the following day 
for a 28-day stay, the space 
agency announced Wednes¬ 
day. 

Two more three-man as¬ 
tronaut crews will rocket up 
to the skylab later in the year 
for stays of 5fi days. They will 
carry out siHentific experi¬ 
ments in the weightless envi¬ 
ronment which holds promise 
for a number of technological 
breakthroughs.

LONDON (CP) — Twr» msw 
surveys linking "sex and 
liatfcmr have led British dne- 
tors , to urge that young 
women who b*v« sex with 
more than three partners a 
year should' have medical 
cheeks for early symptoms of 
cervical cancer. 

A seven-year study among 
21.000 girls and women in 
Bradford, Yorkshire, shows 
that those who were promis¬ 
cuous had four times the in¬ 
cidence of cervical cancer 
than other females. 

Another survey of 800 
women, due for publication 
soon, shows an inprpa^e of be¬ 
tween four and 10 times the 
risk among girls who said 
they started sexual activity in 
their teens or were promiscu" 
ous. 

Neither study offers any 
firm scientific explanation of 
why females w-ho start sex ac¬ 
tivity unusually early or are 
promiscuous should be more 
prone to the disease than 
their'sisters who are' more 
conservative and confine their 
sexual relations to a single 
partner. 

But the findings support the 
earlier thesis of Prof. Sir 
John Stallworthy of Oxford 
University that speh girls run - 
a much higher ca([lcer risk. 

In the context of today’s 
new morality, many doctors 
engaged in cancer re.search 
say the feel that the national 
department of health should 
extend cervical tests to all 
, women. 

At pr('s.ent the Family Plan¬ 
ning Association clinics and 
a limited number of other 
centres are the only places 
where women can have a cer¬ 
vical .smear te.st. 

National Health doctors re¬ 
fuse to d » the test in tlieir of- 
fbe.s and refer patients to 
.such centre.s - - where the 
women often have to wait 
jnonlh.s for tests, unle.ss the 
doctor siuspecUs trouble and 
personally recommends an 
immediate test. 

llie Branford- siuvcy, re- 
lea.^jed Wednesday, was done 
. among women attending the 
venereal disease clinic and 
■women going for routine 
(heck.s at the well-w<»man 
clinic. 

The cancer rate among 
th ».se at the \’D clinic gen¬ 
erally younger and more pro- 
mi.scuous — wa^ 31.7 i>er 1,(X)0 
women compared with 7.3 at 
the well-woman clinic, attend¬ 
ed mainly by married women 
and tliosc not considered piw 
mi.scuou.s. 

The survey also showed that 


more women were getting 
cancer at a younger age, 
which 'dor^!*s suggest was 
linked to greater sexual freer 
d'tm arnong today’.s ^ung i)eo- 
ple. The average aee wheh 


cancer showed suspect symp¬ 
toms was 32 years ^bou t 
years., younger than the 
4 iverage in earlier genera¬ 
tions.

COLOMBO — Quietly but 
resolutely. .Sunethra Rupas- 
InRhc, elder dauRhter of- 
Prime Minister Mrs. Ban- 
daranaike, has beRun to make 
her presence felt in Sri Lanka 
politics. 

Already, at 29, she holds 
one of the most influential po¬ 
sitions in the country: co-nr- 
dinatinp secretary to the 
Prime Minister. 

In this capacity, she acts as 
an ombudsman, listeninR to 
THibltc grievances and initiat¬ 
ing remedial action. She has 
direct access to all the minis¬ 
tries and departments of the 
government — a power pos¬ 
sessed by only one other per¬ 
son, the prime minister. 

Sunethra's appointment to 
the post early ^is year ha.s 
been hailed as a ma.ior ylcto- 
i-y for |he country’s youth. 
She is close to them In age, 
word and deed. She points 
that 75 per cent of the islana s 
3.1 million people are under 30 
and demands that they be 
given a bigger hand in shap¬ 
ing the country’s destinies. 

Politically, Sunethra and 
her husband Kumar Rupas- 
Inghe belong to the Che Gue¬ 
vara mold. As students in 
Kngland in the late sixties — 
when they met and fell in love 
they were active in the 
lyindon branch of the ultra- 
left People’s Liberation Front 
of Sri Lanka. Rupasinghe 
edited the PLF journal Gini- 
pupura (Spark), published 
from London. 

Thi.s same VlP', in 1971, 
staged Hie bloody insuncction 
against Mrs. Bandaranaike’s 
government. Some of Siaietli- 
T-a’.s and Rupasinghe’s best 
friends are now on trial in 
connection with the Insurrec¬ 
tion. _ 

Later the two assisted the 


Sunethra Rnpasinghe and husband Kumar 


Sri Lanka committee of the 
Bertrand Russell Foundation 
in raising funds for the de¬ 
fence of political prisoners in 
Sri Lanka. 

The young couple Is arl- 
mired by the youth (or their 


radical views, and feared by 
right-wing leaders for their in¬ 
fluence over the young back¬ 
benchers of Mrs. Ban- 
riaranaike’s government.

Sunethra, her younger

Anura led a cloistered life 
with' their mother until 1959

Solomon Randaraiiaikf."wM 
gunned down by an asaassin. 

This traumatic event ca- 
taputted their shy and reluc¬ 
tant mother Into power and 
changed their lives. No longer 
could they avoid the political 
limelight. 

In 1964, Sunethra was ad¬ 
mitted to Sommerville Col¬ 
lege, Oxford, a move that pro¬ 
voked an outcry in Sri Lanka 
because (Mrs. Bandaranaike’s 
government was denying 
foreign exchange to students 
to study abroad, forcing them 
to go to home universities. 

After graduation, Sunethra 
worked for a time at the 
Overseas Development Insti¬ 
tute in London. She also be¬ 
came involved In left wing 
pohtics — and in ^ romance. 

Between 1965 and 1971 Mrs. 
Bandaranaike, then out of of¬ 
fice, triedi to dissuade her 
daughter from both, through 
various emissaries and a per¬ 
sonal visit. But Sunethra has 
developed a mind of her own. 
She knows exactly what she 
wants and how to get it. 

Sunethra’s love affair with 
Rupasinghe raised eyebrows* 
beyond family circle when 
his antecedents began to be 
known.

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In the world of gladiolus, the highest 
hohor that can be bestowed upon a new 
variety is the All-America Award. This 
ip a coveted distinction, racnkihg with an 
oscar, a Nobel award or a Pulitzer 
prize, jealously guarded, and out of all 
the thousands of new gladiolus varieties 
submitted for testing, only 47 have been 
admitted to the gladiolus aristocracy. 

Anyone who breeds a new glad, am¬ 
ateur or professional, can take a crack 
at competing for this award, but the 
going is pretty rough. It isn’t enough 
that his creation should be a superbly 
beautiful flower — it must show ex¬ 
traordinary vigor and mfirked resis¬ 
tance to disease and pests, not only in 
one single test plot, but in 32 different 
locations representing all the different 
climates found throughout the United 
States and Canada. 

The plants are known to the grower- 
judges only by a number — they are 
not permitted to learn where the-bulbs 
came from, who bred them, or any de¬ 
tails of their parentage. The plants are 
scored throughout the season for their 
total performance -- beauty, coloring, 
placement of florets, ability to stand up 
under adverse weather conditions, pest 
and disease resistance. At the end of 
the growing season, the regional judges 
send in their score cards to head¬ 
quarters where they are fed into a com¬ 
puter, and their composite judgment 
emerges. 

The rewards are substantial. The 
breeder whose glad is chosen'Tor an All-

America Award is granted a U.S. pat¬ 
ent on his variety — we don’t have 
plant pat^ts in Canada 9 ^ and a royal¬ 
ty ft paid to him on every bulb sold. 
All-America gladiolus bulbs are often 
packed in plastic network bags, usually 
three bulbs to the bag, and command 
substantially higher prices than run-of- 
the-mill bulbs — about 35 cents per 
bulb. 

I reviewed the three 1973 winners 
shortly after the turn of the year — Big 
Daddy, Mexicali Rose end Brightside — 
but wiUi bulb-shopping time at hand, I 
think we might today run over a few 
award winners of previous year*. 

Appleblossom is an exquisitely tinted 
flower in snow white with rose pink 
margins to the petals. Ben Hur is a 
giant spike of ruffled rose pink florets, 
very vigorous. Caribbean opens any¬ 
where from 9 to 11 blooms at one time, 
making a fine, straight spike in a blue 
violet shade, heavily ruffled. Emperor 
makes tall, majestic spikes of reddish 
purple flowers with ruffled, frilly flow¬ 
ers. 

PYisky, "a miniature glad. Is a 1963 
winner with velvety, deep 'scarlet 
florets, opening up to eight blooms at a 
time on straight, wiry stems, and stand¬ 
ing only two feet tall. Little Pansy was 
the first of the miniatures to win an 
award, with typical blue and violet 
pansy coloring. Brightside, the 1973 win¬ 
ner, is another miniature, blooming 
very early in a clear, bright yellow with 
a very striking orange-red edging to the 
petals. 


Gypsy Dancer4sn’t a giaht glad nor 
yet a miniature, but something in be¬ 
tween — what is known in glad circles 
as a ‘’decorative” size, in deep, radiant 
orange with a greeny yellow throat. Ho¬ 
rizon is a- skyscraper in lavender pink 
with a lovely satiny sheen to the petals, 
Joyous has heavily ruffled florets in a 
clear rose pink shade, somewhat darker 
at the petal tips. 

Maytime is a lightly ruffled pure 
pink, opening up to ten blooms at one 
time. Morning Sun, a 1963 introduction, 
makes a very tall but graceful spike 
with beautifully formed florets in a 
sunny butter-yellow shade. Royal 
Stewart is noted for the singular clarity 
of its coloring — a clean, shimmering 
red. 

Rusty was the first in the “smoky” 
class to win an AAG award — big and 
tall with rnisty chocolate red florets. 
Sparkler is one of the ‘‘butterfly’’ class, 
a beautifully ruffled and fluted bicolor 
in yellow and red. Thunderbird is the 
best deep salmon glad I have ever laid 
eyes on, while Victory is a clear scarlet 
with built-in radiance, lighting up the 
garden like a neon sign. 

My own favorite among all the All- 
American winners is Landmark, a Ca¬ 
nadian gladiolus bred by a Quebec am¬ 
ateur and somewhat hard to come by 
nowadays, it is a tall and robust plant. 
in a clear cream color without blotches 
or markings of any kind, and making a 
majestic head of championship calibre.

Plugging Book 

During a stop in Hollywood,

“We try to bring imagina¬ 
tion to our uxirk” Hantz 
added. 

Greenberg and Hantz are 
dedicated to their work to the 
point of fanaticism. They arc 
determined that the public 
and other cops understand 
and accept their views of po¬ 
lice work. 

“We arc only interested in 
the book and the movie to tlic 
extent they bring our message 
of police bungling and politics 
out into the light,” Greenberg 
said with missionary zeal. 

■Right,’' Hantz concluded. 
“A jiolice department can’t 
operate effectively to sli>p 
crime unless it’s squared 
away itself.’’

NEW YORK - One Liberty 
plaza might very well be tlie 
latest^ thing office build* 
ings. 'Phe 54-atorey skysci'aper 
Is only about a year old, but 
its elevators sotnetimes come 
to an abrupt stop. 

Shoddy construction? Hard¬ 
ly. Tlie wind makes the eleva¬ 
tors do strange things. Oust¬ 
ing In from the nearby Hud¬ 
son River, it moves the guide- 
rails, stretches tlie cables and 
sometimes sets off emergency 
alarms. 

In Boston, developers of the 
Prudential Insurance Co. 
Centre — a complex of six 
high-rise buildings — were 
especially proud of the mall 
they had built at street level. 
Here, they hoped, secretaries 
and executives could bask in 
the sun on their lunch hours. 

Those who sought to enjoy 
the mall quickly found, how¬ 
ever, that they were often 
whipped by crosswinds. The 
mall stayed as it was for a 
year.. Then a young woman 
was blown head bver heels 
into a decorative moat, and 
the plaza has since been en¬ 
closed.

Early last year when a vi¬ 
cious storm swept New York 
City with gusts reaching 80 
miles an hour, workers were 
sent home early from the new 
44-storey Gulf and Western 
Building because the building 
had begun to sway too much 
for comfort 

Wind has turned into a nat¬ 
ural enemy of many tall 
buildings, making life uncom¬ 
fortable and often dangerous 
for occupants and pedestri¬ 
ans. 

The wind’s negative pres¬ 
sure on tall buildings causes 
torsion, twisting, swaying 
and, in the words of one wind 
expert, ’’shaking them all 
over the place.” 

One engineer specializing in 
wind problems estimates that 
there might be as many as 20 
skyscrapers around the U.S. 
that shake enough in strong 
winds to make office workers 
uncomfortable, or Bl. 

Severe wind movement can 
also damage the buildings 
themselves. Pipes frequently • 
break if they are too tightly 
fastened in place. Metal fa¬ 
tigue caused by wind buffet¬ 
ing can cause leaks and 
cracks. 

“Part of the reason is tfiat 
scientific knowledge of wind 
phenomena Is only now start¬ 
ing to leave the laboratory and 
become part of practical de¬ 


sign and management,” says 
Walter Hoydysh, one of the 
handful of men who perform 
wind tunnel studies on sky¬ 
scrapers. 

“Architects have previous¬ 
ly had neither the incentive 


nor tlie skills to include aero¬ 
dynamics in their design cri¬ 
teria, nor have their clients,” 
says Hoydysh, who is director 
of environmental engineering 
research laboratories at New 
York University. 


Tlie wind problem has 
grown worse as construction 
methods evolved The higher 
buildings go and the lighter 
the materials used In their 
construction, the more they 
fhove. 


The 1,250-foot-high Empire 
State Buildup in New York 
City, which for 40 years was 
the nation’s highest, moves 
very little in the wind, accord¬ 
ing to a recent study by its 
owners.

COURTENAY (UPI) — Lloyd Opoel said 
Wednesday that during his five months as a 
PoW in Indochina he spent 32 days in solitary 
confinement, which left him temporarily 
blinded and caused him to feel “1 could 
never get out of prison alive.” 

‘T owe my life to my buddy Mattix,” the 
21-year-old missionary told the Comox Valley 
FYce Press in his first interview since he was 
released by the North Vietnamese in Hanoi a 
week ago. 

Oppel and Samuel Mattix of Centralia. 
Wash., were working in Laos with the Chris¬ 
tian, Mission from Many Lands when they 
were taken last Oct. 28 by North Vietnamese 
regU^rs. 

dppel said that after his capture he was 
forced to march barefoot for 35 days along 


the Ho Oii Mmh Trail and villagers would 
turn out to beat him along the route. 

The yjung missionary made no mention of 
physical torture by his captors, but he said 
he was “psychologically abused.” He said he 
was interrogated for days on end about the 
organization he worked for. 

Asked what he told his captors, Oppel 
replied, "You could tell them one of two 
things. You could keep on repeating the story 
or tell them what they want to hear. 

”I figured I had a moral responsibility, 
before God, to be honest. 

"Sometimes it would have been a lot easier' 
t.> have just lied (and) say they (Christian 
Mission employees) are a bunch of fascists 
or say they are a communist organization. 
But I wasn't going to because they weren't.” 


He said most.of the interrogation was con¬ 
ducted while he was weak with .malaria, 
which he said he contracted about three 
inuntha ngtn 

Oppel said that w’hen he asked for medica¬ 
tion prior to the interrogations, he was tdld 
he would get It In a few days. None ever 
came, he said. 

Op|)€l said th{\J several days before his 
release in Hanoi, he was told he would be 
freed but he did not believe his captors 
because they had told him that many times 
l)efore. 

0pix?l said that during his five months as 
a PoVV he was held foi’ 28 days in solitary 
confinement and another four days in a 
locked, windowless closet. He said this con¬ 


finement without light left him temporarily 
blinded: 

Oppel said Mattix, the young American 
miaaionAFy, aided him through this period hy 
leading him around and forcing him to eat 
necessary food even wtien he had no appe¬ 
tite,

home here since his return to Canada Sun¬ 
day night.

Comet Could Become Sight of the Century 


CAMBRIDGE. Mass. (UPU - A recently 
discovered comet, possibly "one of the most 
striking astronomical sights of the century” 
could become more brilliant than any star by 
late fall, the head of the international clear¬ 
ing house‘for astronomical discoveries here 
said Wednesday. 

The comet Kohoutek, discovered March 7, 
"could become more bi illianl than any star 
by late autumn and possibly bright enough 


after Christmas to be seen by daylight," 
Brian Marsden said. 


Dr. 


Dr. Lubos Kohoutek of the Hamburg Obser¬ 
vatory in Bergedorf, West Germany, discov¬ 
ered the comet, which appeared as a very 
faint object without any discernible tail slow¬ 
ly moving against the backgr^jy^d of stars in 
the constellation Hydra. • 

Marsden, basing his information on obser¬ 


vations by Kohoutek and several Smithsonian 
and Japanese astronomers, has plotted an 
orbit that will bring the comet to its closest 
approach to the sun on Dec. 27. He said the 
comet could have nqked-eye visibility for 
some six weeks before and after that date. 

"The newly discovered comet kohoutek is 
following a path that will bring it close to the 
sun in nine months and vei’y likely turn it

Bahamas Get Set for July Independence

This chain of 700 islands arching between Flori¬ 
da and Haiti is about to beeome an independent 
country. . 


Led by its first black prime 
minister, the Independent 
Commonwealth of the Baha¬ 
mas has a couple of items to 
attend to wltlr the United 
States and Cuba before mak¬ 
ing its final break from Bri¬ 
tain July 10. 

At a conference in Nassau 
with U.S. and British officials 
this spring, Prime Minister 
, l^ynden O. Pjndling and his 
forei^ secretary, Paul Ad- 
dcrley, will seek preliminary 


agreement on a new treaty 
for existing U.S. defence in¬ 
stallations on the islands. 

"We don’t visualize any 
problems on the resolution of 
these matters," says Ad- 
derley. 

Pindling and Adderlcy also 
expect to meet Fidel Castro of 
Cuba "in the near future" to 
talk about sea boundaries and 
fishing rights. Pindling calls 
the establishment of territori¬ 
al limits one of the most im¬ 


portant items of business for 
hi» government. 

The Bahamas has had inter¬ 
nal self-government since 
1 9 6 4. Full independence 
iheans it will assume control 
of its defence arid foreign af¬ 
fairs. However, the Bahamas 
wlD remain a membei* of the 
British Commonwealth.

The country’s leaders are 
banking heavily oh its becom¬ 
ing a major terminal point for 
oil from Africa, the Middle 
Last and Venezuela.

Following Precept of Peter the Great 

Soviets Woo Scandinavians 


By ROLAND HI NTFORD, from Stockholm 

With Alexei Kasygin. the Soviet prime minister, currently 
visiting Sweden for five days, and Nikolai Podgorny, pres¬ 
ident of the U.S.S.R.. now in Finland, what burning attrac¬ 
tion, It may be asked, do the Nordic countries hold for the 
Kremlin? 

The answer is given in the political Testament of Peter 
the Great, the tsar who founded modern Russia. "Russia", he 
wi’ote at the beginning of the 18th century, "must continue to 
extend her power in the Baltic." That^oal has remained a 
primary concern of Russian foreign policy from that day to 
this. And as it happens, this is a particularly opportune 
moment for the present Soviet rulers to pursue that particu¬ 
lar end. 

For the Nordic countries are in a certain degree of confu- 
.sion at the moment. To begin with, the accession of Denmark 
to the Common Market at the beginning of the year, leaving 
Norway, Sweden and Finland outside, has produced a split in 
the traditional Nordic unity. It is frequently being suggested 
now — not least among the Danes themselves — that an 
almost certain result of Denmark’s entry into Europe will be 
her withdrawal from Scandinavia. Already it is noticeable 
that Danes are showing more interest in Brussells than in 
Stockholm. Oslo or Helsinki. 

★ ★ ★ 

Then, Norway is in a particularly unhappy slate. The 
rejection of EEC membership by |X)pular referendum last 
September has left the country unhappy, divided and uncer¬ 
tain of its future. 

With the consequent weakening of Scandinavia’s Western 
tics, this leaves Sweden and Finland correspondingly more 
exposed to Eastern influence, and it is; this situation that the 
Soviet Union presumably would like to e.xploit. 

Podgorny’s Baltic excursion is little more than a formal¬ 
ity.' His purix>s€ was to grace the silver .jubilee in Helsinki of 
the, 194S Finno-Soviet Pact of Friendship and Mutual Assis¬ 
tance, the document that has neutralized Finland. Kosygin’s 
is the more interesting foray. 

To gauge his intentions, it is useful to consider the atti¬ 
tude of Novosti, the Soviet news agency. Within its limits, 
this is usually a reliable guide to Kremlin thinking. Novosti’s 
Swedish service adopted two lines in preparation for Kosy¬ 
gin’s visit. 

★ ★ ★ 

The first was adopted to praise the neutral Swedes for 
their hostility to America over the Vietnam war. The other 
was a rather sensational interpretation of Denmark’s present 
economic difficulties as uniquely due to Danish entry into the 
Common Market. 

The implications arc'fairly obvious. The Swedes may 
have opposed t*.ie United States in .Southeast Asia but closer 


to their borders, at the preparatory talks for a European se¬ 
curity conference in Helsinki, they have been taking a dis¬ 
tinctly more pro-American line. The Soviet leaders, it is as¬ 
sumed, would like the Swedes to transfer their Asian stance 
to Europe, Whether Kosygin will succeed in this, however, is 
very much open to question. The Swedes are nervously aware 
of Russian power in the Baltic. 

★ ★ ★ 

Kosygin might, on the other hand, very well succeed 
where the EEC is concerned. ^Thc Swedes arc known to l^e 
very sensitive to Soviet views on their relations with Europe. 
.‘Sweden has a free trade agreement with the Common Market 
which contains a so-called "development clause." This means 
that without negotiating anotfier agreement. Sweden could 
extend its Common Market ties, so that quasi-membership 
could eventually be attained. 

The Swedes have been extremely cautious in this field, 
and there is reason to suppose that one result of Kosygin’s 
visit might be even more caution in future. Although the 
Kremlin lias now formally accepited the e.>astence of the Com¬ 
mon Market, it by no means relishes any extension of Com¬ 
mon Market influence. 

Perhaps surprisngly. the Western powers appear not to 
be worrying overmuch about the Kosygin visi^ IDoubtless this 
derives from a feeling that the borders, as far as they are 
concerned, have long been established in the North. Norway 
and Denmark are in N.\TO. and therefore firmly committed 
to the West.- Sweden and Finland are neutral, and any Soviet 
room for manoeuvre must, under present,conditions, neccs- 
.sarily be limited. Given the present state of-European de¬ 
tente. dramatic changes are unlikely. And Kosygin’s visit 
must consequently be of marginal import. 

★ ★ ★ 

That at least seems to be the prevalent Western view. It 
is the Chinese who seem most concerned. Chinese diplomats 
in Stockholm have been extremely active trying to elicit Sovi¬ 
et motives. They have also been warning all who care to lis¬ 
ten of the nefarious intentions of the Russians. 

* .t\s far as the Chinese are concerned, the Baltic is the 
nortJiern flank of a very extended Soviet frontier. Any weak¬ 
ening or strengthening of Soviet influence there, in their 
view, has a very pertinent bearing on the general politico- 
military strategic situation. 

It goes without saying that the Chinese would prefer to 
f ee the Soviet Union weakened. For that reason, they ad¬ 
vocate the greatest possible expansion of Uk? EEC. and have 
been heard to say with greater frequency here that Sweden 
ought to join. 

Undoubtedly Kosygin has had all this in mind when plan¬ 
ning his visit to Stockholm. As far as he is concerned Peter 
the Great’s dictum about Russian iwwer in the Baltic re¬ 
mains a living issue.

Twins Aim To Peek 
At Saturn, by Jove

With Pioneer 10 past the one-year mark on a 21-month 
voyage to Jupiter, a twin U.S. spacecrafl” is set for launch 
this month to fly by the gfUfit planet in 1975 and follow up 
w'ith a look at Saturn. 

Like its sister probe, Pioneer 11 will carry a plaque 
etched with the nude figures of a man and a woman, plus 
diagranis and symlx)ls to depict the type of creature that 
I’roduccd the spacecraft and identify Earth as its point of ori¬ 
gin. The message is intended to cnlighteh any^ distant in¬ 
telligence that may. millions of years hence, examine the 
spacecraft that will be the first man-made objects to escape 
the solar system and fly into Infinity. 

The second probe’s mission will depend on Pioneer lO’s 
encounter Dec. 3 with the huge, star-like planet that is 1,000 
• times larger than Earth. 

Man's first attempt to probe the outer planets already 
has shown that the asteroid belt between Mars and Jupiter 
apparently is not the lethal debris barrier most scientists ex¬ 
pected. Pioneer 10 cruised for seven months within the 175 
million-mile’^ide belt without harm, but it still must survive 
the Jovian rodiation belts believed ,to be. perhaps a million 
times more intense than those of Earth. 'Too much radiation 
exposure could destroy sensitive electronic equipment and 
ruin scientific instruments aboard the spacecraft. 

Pioneer lO’s perfoi-mance in flying by Jupiter at a dis¬ 
tance of about 87,000 miles thus will determine the objectives 
^If6r Pioneer D.’s encounter with the seething, multicolored 
planet early in 1975. $

The brief said the- 
young delincjuents were boys 
“who because of their alien¬ 
ation do not use the tradi¬ 
tional community facilities, 
F)robably have little to do at 


and with home, identify main¬ 
ly with their pber group and 
are predelinqueitt and delin¬ 
quent in purpose and activi¬ 
ty.• 

Flow'er said the money 
spent on the two youth 
workers could offset much of 
the damage to {»ublic and pri¬ 
vate pn)perty caused by th^ 
youth gangs as w^ell as court 
costa, child w'elfarc coats, spe- 
> ciaiize<f school and law en¬ 
forcement services. 

“The second effect is an 
enriching effect on the lives of 
the youths contacted and 
these benefits are Immeasur¬ 
able." 

Flower said Victoria 
had started such a scheme 
with a great measure of suc¬ 
cess and the youth workers, 
who were highly trained, were 
organized under the YMCA 
and Boys’ Club of (Ireater 
Victoria. 

Half of the total cost of the 
scheme would be picked up 
under the Canada Assistance 
Plan and a further 35 per cent 
would probably be forthcom¬ 
ing from senior governments.

Oppel: ‘I Owe Life to Buddy’ 


COURTENAY fUPI) Uoyd Oppel said 
Wednesday that during his five months as a 
PoW in Indochina he si>ent .32 days in solitary 
confinement, which left him temjiorarily 
blinded and caused him to feel "1 could 
never get out of prison alive.” 

”1 owe my life to my buddy Mattix,” the 
21-year-old missionary told the Comox Valley 
F'ree Press in his first interview since he wa.s 
released by the North Vietnamese in Hanoi a 
week ago. 

Oppel and Samuel Mattix of Centralia, 
IVash., were working in Laos with the Chris¬ 
tian Mission from Many Lands when they 
were taken last Oct. 28 by North Vietnamese 
regulars. 

• Oppel said that after his capture he was' 
forced to march barefoot for 3.5 days along 


the Ho Ohi Mlnt> Trail and villagers would 
turn out to beat him along the root*. 

The y.>ung missionary made no mention of 
physfraP tortwe by h» captors, but he said 
he was “psychologically abused *' He said he 
was interrogated for days on end about the 
organization he worked for. 

Asked what he told his captors, Oppel 
replied. 'You could tell them one of two 
things. You could keep oh repeating the story 
or tell them what they want to hear. 

‘ I figured J had a moral responsibility, 
before God, to be honest. 

"Sometimes it would have been a lot easier 
t> have just lied land! say they (Cliristian 
Mission employees) are a bunch of fascists 
or say they are a communist organization. 
But I wasn't going to because they weren't.” 


He said most of the interrogation was con-. 
ducted while he was weak with malaria, 
which he said he contracted about three 
monthfS ago.^, 

Oppel Said that when he asked for m^ica- 
tion prior to the interrogations, he was told 
he would get it in a few days. None ever 
came, he said. 

Oppel said that several days before his 
release in Hanoi, he was told he would be 
freed but he did not believe his captors 
because they had told him that many times 
before. 

Opi>el said that during.bis five months as 
a PoW he was held for 28 days in solitary 
confinement and another four days in a 
locked, windowiess closet. He said this con¬ 


finement without light left him temporarily 
blinded. 

Oppel said Mattix. the young .American 
missionai'y, aided him through this period by 
leading hirtT around and foremg him to eat 
necessary food even when he had no appe¬ 
tite. 

Opjjel has been confined to Pi's bed at his 
home liere since hi.s return to Canada Sun¬ 
day night. 

Magnus Oi;|jel, a 72-yrar old retired log¬ 
ger, said his son was "quite ill” with malaria 
and styed mostly in bed. 

The elder Op[>el said a community celebra- ^ 
tion which had been scheduled in Lloyd's 
honor this week has had to he post|)oned 
becau.se of his son’s medical condition.

approach to the sun on Dec. ’27. He said the 
comet could have naked-eye visibility for 
.some six weeks before and after that date. 

"The newly discovered comet Kohoutek is 
following a path that will bring it close to the 
sun in nine months and very likely turn it

Aim for Harbor

Waterfront promenades, an 
»P€n-air theatre, a two-deck 
}arking garage with a park 
>n top and some low-density 
residential-commercial devel- 
r>pment are the major recom¬ 
mendations contained in a 
preliminary study of Vic¬ 
toria’s Inner Harbor. 

The study, prepared by 
Vancouver ardiitect Arthur 
Erickson at a cost of $35,000, 
has been veiled in complete 
secrecy, like most studies and 
reports. 

Mayor Peter Pollen said 
Wednesday that Erickson 
doesn’t want any controversy. 
For that reason reporters 
weren’t allowed to attend a 
meeting Tuesday at which al- 
aermen, members of Victoria 
Advisory Planning Commis¬ 
sion, city hall staff and about 
15 provincial government rep¬ 
resentatives viewed Erick- 
son’s preliminary plans, 
sketches and models. 

These are the major propos¬ 
als Erickson makes in the 
draft plan: 

■ • A two-deck parking 
garage west of the Wax Muse¬ 
um below Belleville. The roof 
of the structure would be at 
street level and turned into a 
park. 

• A causeway for pedes¬ 
trians running in a straight 
line from the Ocean Cement 
site across the Irtl^r HarbcM' 
to the Wax Museum. 'Itie

causeway would be Interrupt¬ 
ed in the middle of the Inner 
Harbor by a small bridge 
whicn could be raised to 
admit small pleasure craft 
only. The idea is to create a 
quiet and tranquil place near 
the shore. 

• A fountain in the centre 
of the i>art that would be cut 
off from the outer area of the 
Inner Harbor by the Cause¬ 
way. 

• An amphitheatre with a 
small stage and benches con¬ 
structed in a semi-circular 


fashion where the Blackball 
ferry is located. The structure 
would be relatively small but 
open-air concerts could be 
held Uiei'e. 

• Removal of the Black¬ 
ball Ferry terminal to a site 
west of the existing CP 
Steamship facilities on Belle¬ 
ville. 

• Some form of low-den¬ 
sity development on the 
Ocean Cement §ite. perhaps 
residential-commenial in na¬ 
ture. coupled with marina fa¬ 
cilities. 

• Turning (lovemment 
and Whart into a pair of one¬ 
way streets. Both streets 
Would become pairow'er, the 
sidewalks wider and rows of 
trees woulcb be planted along 
both sides of the two streets. 

The emphasis of the study 
is on pleasant atmosphere. It 
views being at the Inner Har¬ 
bor as a privilege and going 
there as something to look, 
forward to. 

The study is far from being 
completed. Tuesday’s display 
was only a preliminary phase. 
Everything shown represent¬ 
ed Erickson’s views and 
suggestions only. 

The next stage is incorpo¬ 
ration into the study of city 
council’s suggestions. 

Elrickson achieved fame as 
the archietect and designer of 
Cknada’s pavilion at Exix> 70 
in Osaka. Jai)an, and many 
other projects.

Harv Haakonson feels that 
maybe it’s time doctors be¬ 
came a little more preoc¬ 
cupied with sex. 

Your average family doctor 
is well versed in the anatomy 
and physiology of human re¬ 
production. but he is lacking 
when tt comes to things like 
the psycho-social aspects of 
family planning, contracep¬ 
tion and sexual problems. 

Dr. Haakonson, a 32-year- 
old Intern at Royal Jubilee 
Hospital, feels the problem 
may lie in the doctors’ educa¬ 
tion in medical school. He is 
hoping to breathe a little 
fresh air into the curricula. 

“Most schools give some di¬ 
dactic lecturing, and will 


usu^iy'talk about how to deal 
with unmarried pregnant fe¬ 
males. And we learn the me¬ 
chanics and methods of con¬ 
traception but little, If any¬ 
thing, of a practical nature” 

This, to him, is njt enough 
in a world of population pix)!)- 
lems, broken homes, Masters 
and Johnson sex clinics. 
Forum magazine, debates 
over sex education in schools 
and general sexual hangups. 

So beginning May 31, Haa- 
konson is organizing a four- 
day conference on family 
planning in the medical school 
curriculum at the Eric Martin 
Institute. One student from 
each of Canada’s 16 medical 
schools will be attending. 

Hoi)efully, the message of 
the conference will trickle 
back to the individual schools.

Magazine Con Man Bilks Victoria Readers

A resourceful con man could be on his way 
across Canada making a good living out of maga¬ 
zine sales, according to Bill Tindall of the Victoria 
Better Business Bureau. 

He hit Victoria during January and February, 
posing as an agent for Maclean-Hunter, but has ap¬ 
parently moved out of this area now. 

The man was offering magazines for sale for 
S7 cash and $8 to be sent to a Kamloops address, 
but those who have signed up are having their 
Kamloops letters returned marked “address not 
known,” said Tindall.

The man apparently took a genuine Maclean- 
Hunter contract to a printer in Kamloops, had a 
large number of copies printed, and was signing up 
subscriptions on these faked contract forms. 

Tindall said the printer has requested payment 
from Maclean-Hunter, but, since the man did not 
represent that firm, he will not receive payment 
nor will subscribers receive magazines. 

The problem came to light this week as some 
people complained to the bureau when they had 
their subscriptions returned from the Home Town 
Reader Service in Kamloops, and at the same time 
a genuine magazine salesman tried to sell maga¬ 
zines to some of the con man’s customers. 


Tindall said he would like to know how many 
Victorians handed over money to the man, and 
hopes victims will get in touch with the bureau. 

“A good salesman can sell about 20 subscrip¬ 
tions a day,” Said Tindall, “So this man is probably 
taking in around $140 daily, and I imagine he’s 
moving across Canada now.” 

He said anyone approached by a magazine 
salesman should ask to see his identity card issued 
by the Canadian Central Registry. 

“However, this may not be sufficient — the 
contracts looked genuine enough, the man may 
have a card like,this as well,” said Tindall. 


In a recent interview, Haa¬ 
konson, an articulate doctor 
who looks younger than his 32 
yeaiTs, spoke on a wide 
number of topics ranging 
from sex education to abor¬ 
tion. 

“The kind of stuff I’m talk¬ 
ing about is preventive medi¬ 
cine,’’ he said. “The trouble 
with it, why it’s not getting 
rmjch support, is that doctor’s 
can't actually see patients 
getting better before their 
eyes. 

■ The practitioner should be 
able to give sexual advice not 
with the intention of healing, 
but to provide the best life 
possible. As a matter of fact, 
they are already doing some 
of this—inoculation, vaccina¬ 
tions. heart pills, etc.’’ ' 

He agreed that doctors are 
very busy. But both they and 
the patients are at fault: the 
doctors, because they allow 
the patients to keep them 
busy with minor problems, 
and the patients “because 


they e.xpect him to care for 
their every whim and wish.'^ 

Haakonson said abortion is 
a necessary thing. 

“But I don’t like to refer to 
it as a part of family plan¬ 
ning. This turns an ill worm 
in me. I call It failed family 
planning.’’ 

Quizzed about wide-open at¬ 
titudes toward sex, he indicat¬ 
ed that they are an accept¬ 
able part of changing times. 

“Even in doctors’ maga¬ 
zines we see advertisements 
for skin creams using nude 
models . . . 

“Each individual has a de¬ 
sire for a certain amount of 
knowledge. And each individ¬ 
ual has the right to know to 
the limits he wants to.’’ 

Haakonson said this inquisi¬ 
tiveness reaches down as far 
as the six-year-old gchild, and 
even the child’s desire for 
knowledge should be satisfied 
according to how much lie can 
understand. 


In Family Planning 


It is time Cfreater Victoria’s 
elected officials stopped think¬ 
ing of live classical music as 
a luxury item and put it on a 
par with other accepted edu¬ 
cational recreation programs, 
Victoria Symphony Society 
President John Di Castri said 
Wednesday. 

Dl Castri was commenting 
on a Saanich committee’s un- 
enthusiastic response Tuesday

Saanich finance committee 
had questioned the value of 
tlie proposal because of the 
great costs involved.

But Di Castri said Wednes- 
da that “canned music,’’ 
though convenient -and eco¬ 
nomical, is no substitute for 
the “chemistry that lakes 
place with Mv^performance.*' 
He said it was time our elect¬ 
ed representatives considered 
the concept of the "whole 
man’’ in making a future citi¬ 
zens healthy Canadians."

He and his classmates diag¬ 
nosed their education and 
found something lacking. 

Why do certain famlltes ig¬ 
nore planneiL __jjarenthqpd? 
How do you advise couples 
with se.xual problems? How 
do you introduce contracep¬ 


tives to lower-income groups? 
Should the doctor wait for the 
patient to come to him for 
help, or offer it freely? 

To fill this gaping lack of 
knowledge, Haakonson and 
h i s colleagues organized 
lunch-hour question-and- 
answer sessions with experts 
in the field. 

A word about his tactics. 
Haakonson makes it clear 
that'he isn’t out to antagonize 
anyone, especially the deans 
of Canadian medical schools 
who gave a lukewarm re¬ 
sponse to a recent letter he 
sent asking for their views. 

"I could use (American eco¬ 
logist) Paul Ehrlich’s tactics 
and get everybody in the 
country mad at me to gener¬ 
ate public debate. But that’s 
not what I’m after." 

instead he prefers to wait 
and see if the results of his 
conference will sink in. 
"Comfi and se e me in two 
years, and niaybe I’ll have 
Something controversial to 
say," he grins.

That change is that the nw- 
jofity of directors of all com¬ 
panies now must be "ordinari¬ 
ly resident in Canada," but 
not necessarily Canadian citi¬ 
zens, as was stlpulated^ln the 
original legislation. 

Macdonald said the change 
had been made because the 
government decided that the 


citizenship requirement would 
be unfair on new Canadians, 
who perhaps were landed im¬ 
migrants but hadn’t been ki 
the country long enough to 
qualify for citizenship. 

Another requirement of tlie 
bill is that one director of 
each company must Ite ordi¬ 
narily resident in B.C. 

The bill received general 
support from all parties.
